ANSWER.—A tuberculosous patient 
can scarcely take sun-baths without 
skilled medical supervision.

The sum of $200,000 has been ap- 
propriated to purchase materials to 
uupply most urgent 
needs 
In Rou- 
inatiia. The sum of $100,000 has been 
appropriated for use in Armenia, and 
$6,300 has been appropriated to pur- 
chase drugs to be sent to the Russian 
Red Cross. 
Aside 
from the foregoing, no ap- 
propriations have been made by the 
War Council for
